Possibly the better feeding 
and clothing of Americans in the lower 
classes of the population are the princi­ 
pal causes of their greater longevity. 
Their position is. at any rate, main­ 
tained in later as well as in earlier 
years. 
The American who has reached 60 
may look to complete 14 years more, 
while the B ritisher's expectation is on­ 
ly about 13 years and IO months and 
the G erm an’s sr nearly as possible 12 
months less. 
Both at 20 and at OO the 
Frenchm an's prospect is a little better 
than the G erm an’s and a little worse 
than the Englishm an’s.—London Globe.

The method used in the United States 
navy for the economical training of the 
gunners is very interesting. 
It Is a 
well known fact that the cost of firing 
one of the large guns used in the navy 
Is very great, amounting sometimes to 
$1,000 or more. 
To save this expense 
a very simple method is employed. In 
the case of the large guns an ordinary 
Remington rifle is secured in the breech 
of the gun and directly In the center 
of the bore, so th a t when it is fired its 
bullet takes the sam e direction as th at 
of the regular projectile. 
The Sarge 
gun Is sighted in the usual manner. 
On account of the lesser velocity of the 
small bullet the targ et is placed close 
to the ship and is made corresponding­ 
ly small. 
The method used for fhe 6 pounder 
or other small guns is slightly differ­ 
e n t as instead of the small rifle a 
wooden or dummy cartridge the same 
size as the regular cartridge is em­ 
ployed. 
Through the center of this 
wooden cartridge runs a rifle barrel 
which is loaded with a .44 caliber car­ 
tridge. This latter method has the ad­ 
ditional advantage of giving the gun 
crew practice in loading as well as fir­ 
ing.—W ashington Star.

G ather all cotton plants and 
rubbish into winrows, allow to dry 
and burn.

P l m t trap rpws of early m a­ 
turing cotton.

G ather the 
weevils 
from 
these trap rows. 
6. 
G ather all 
fallen 
squares 
every week or ten days and burn 
them . 
7. 
Spray trap rows as soon as 
weevils appear, and do ho in con­ 
nection with g ath erin g an d b u rn ­ 
ing of squares. 
8. 
P lan t early m atu rin g varie­ 
ties for the m ain crop, or to in­ 
duce early fruiting get cotton seed 
from as far north as practicable. 
9. 
For the trap rows and p la n t­ 
ers who have a small acreage, any 
standard knapsack sp ray er will be 
efficient. 
Use the following solution: Two 
ounces arsenic dissolved in a g al­ 
lon of boiling water, 4 ounces a r ­ 
senate oflead dissolved in a gallon 
of cold water, one gallon cane or 
sorghum molasses, and 17 gallons 
water.
